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ABSTRACT 



The report profiles the College of DuPage ' s (COD) fall 
quarter 1999 student body. It presents a brief history of the collegers 
enrollment and a comparison of enrollments with other Illinois community 
colleges. It also provides demographic information on current students. 
Additionally, enrollment information is included by program, division, and 
class meeting time. From 1985 to 1991, COD*s total enrollment grew to a 
record breaking 36,322 students. For the last eight years, enrollments have 
leveled off and declined to 34,073 students. The majority of COD students are 
part-time--5 , 149 (74%). The proportion of full-time students to part-time 
students has remained virtually the same since 1990. Twenty-six percent of 
the students are in the traditional community college student age category of 
18-20 years of age, 40% are 21-39 years of age, and 29% are 40 years of age 
or older. The proportion of minority students at the college continues to 
increase and stands at 22%. The top five occupational programs by declared 
major are as follows: (1) Computer Information Systems; (2) Nursing ADN; (3) 

Graphic Arts; (4) Accounting; and (5) Manufacturing Technology. Over 7,600 
(23%) students have already earned an associate *s degree or higher. (JA)

Introduction 



The 1999 Student Portrait profiles College of DuPage’s Fall Quarter 1999 student body. It 
is organized to answer a series of commonly asked questions about our current students. 
Information is provided for the college decision-makers in order to anticipate student 
needs and expectations. This information will help to construct a composite picture of the 
class of 1999. 

The first section contains a brief history of the college’s enrollment and a comparison of 
enrollments with other Illinois community colleges. The second section is a “snapshot” of 
College of DuPage’s Fall Quarter students. It includes the demographics of our current 
students --their agq gender, ethnicity, etc. In addition, enrollment information is included 
by program, division, and class meeting time. The data reflect total (credit and non-credit), 
unduplicated headcount and will add to our 34,073 students; unless otherwise indicated. 
There are a few tables that do not have mutually exclusive categories; therefore, seatcount 
is presented instead ofheadcount. Seatcount (seats occipied) is a duplicated headcount. 

From 1985 to 1991, College of DuPage’s total enrollment grew to a record breaking 
36,322 students. For the last eight years, enrollment has levded off and declined to our 
current 34,073 students. Fall Quarter 1999 total headcount increased 0.8% over the 
previous Fall Quarter. The graph below presents the Fall 10th Day total headcount since 
the college beganin 1967.

Executive Summary 



Obj ective: 

Report student demogr^hics based on Fall Quarter 1999 enrollment in order to: 

• Provide the college staff with the information necessary to answer the most 
frequently asked questions about the student body. 

• Provide current information needed by college decision-makers in order to 
anticipate student needs and expectations. 

Highlights: 

• College of DuPage began in 1967 with 2,619 students. The enrollment reached its 
peak in 1991 with 36,322 students, and now stands at 34 , 073 . 

• Total headcount increased 0.8% over the previous Fall Quarter credit headcount 
increased slightly (0.2%), while non-credit headcount increased 4.3%. 

• C.O.D.’s slight increase in credit headcount (0.2%) miffors statewide community 
college average change of 0.1%. 

• The majority of C.O.D. students are part time— 25,149 (74%). There are 8,924 
(26%) full-time students. The proportion of full-time students to part-time students 
has remained virtually the same since 1990. 

• Twenty-six percent of the students are in the traditional community college student 
age category of 18-20 years of age, 40% are 21-39 years of age, and 29% are 40 
years of age or older, including 7% over 65 years of age. The remaining 3% are 17 
years or less. 

• The average (mean) age of the students is 33 years. This differs substantially from 
the median which is 27 years and the mode which is 19 years. 

• The proportion of minority students at the college continues to increase and now 
stands at 22%. In 1990 the proportion of minority students was 14%. 

• Slightly over 9,300 C.O.D. students indicate they plan to graduate from the college, 
and just over 11,250 students indicate they plan to transferto a four-year institution. 

• The top five occupational programs by declared major are: 1) Computer Information 
Systems, 628 students; 2) Nursing ADN, 494 students; 3) Graphic Arts, 357 
students; 4) Accounting, 281 students; and 5) Manufacturing Technology, 266 
students. 

• Over 7,600 (23%) students have already earned an Associate’s or higher degree. 
Over 200 have a Doctorate; 1,800 have a Master’s Degree; 4,500 have a Bachelor’s 
Degree; and over 1,000 have an Associate’s Degree. 
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Credit and Non-Credit Enrollment 
Fall 10th Day 

The enrollment history of the Fall Quarter credit, non-credit, and total students since 1989 is presented 
in the table below. In addition, the full-time equivalent students (FTES) are indicated. The percent of 
change from the previous year is included for each cate gory. The credit headcount of 29,034 is slightly 
hi^er (0.2%) than last year's credit headcount of 28,972. The FTES increased by 2.2%, vitoch 
indicates that students are taking a sli^tly heavi er credit load. Non-c redit headcount has increased for 
two consecutive years and now stands at 5,039 (up 4.3%). Total headcourt increased by 0.8% over the 
previous year.
